Sec. 1. RCW90.71.005 and 1998 c 246 s 13 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The legislature finds that((=

2r)) Puget Sound and related inland nmarine waterways ((ef
Washi-hrgteon—state)), such as Hood Canal and the |akes, rivers, and

streans that flow to them represent a wunique and wunparalleled
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resource((-)) to the state of Washington with a rich and vari ed range
of freshwater and marine organisnms, conprising an interdependent,
sensitive comunal ecosystem ((restde—+n—these—sheltered—waters)).
Residents of this region enjoy a way of life centered around ((t+he))
these waters ((ef—Puget—Seund)), featuring accessible recreational
opportunities, world-class port facilities and water transportation
systens, harvest of nmarine food resources, shoreline-oriented life
styl es, water-dependent industries, tourism irreplaceabl e aesthetics,
water for donmestic, agricultural, and industrial uses, and other

activities, all of which ((te—sene—degree)) depend upon ((a)) clean and

healthy marine and freshwater resources((+

(2) The leqgislature finds that Puget Sound is in serious decline,

and the Hood Canal is in a serious crisis. Synptons in the Puget Sound
and the Hood Canal also include the decline of sone of our nobst revered
speci es, such as salnon and orcas; and the conversion of forest |ands
to city-scapes, which has negatively inpacted many birds and nmanmal s,
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along with altering the flow of rivers and streans. These fl ow changes
begin fromland and run to sea, carrying polluted run-off from human
devel opnent. C osures of beaches to shellfish harvest due to the risk
of di sease have becone nore frequent and wi despread. In places such as
Hood Canal, the circulatory systemis failing, and its inability to
mai ntain sufficient oxygen levels has led to devastating fish kills and
the death of other nmarine life. If left unchecked, these conditions
will increase in frequency and will spread to other areas such as the
Puget Sound.

(3) The leqgislature finds that the current system of governance for
protection and restoration of Puget Sound is highly fragnented. Twelve
counties, nore than one hundred cities, seventeen tribes, nunerous
state and federal agencies, as well as hundreds of special purpose
governnental units are responsible for managing land use and other
actions that benefit or dimnish the quality of the environnent.
Private organi zations, businesses, and citizens are also taking actions
that both benefit and harm the rich natural resources of the region
The leqgislature recognizes that all levels of governnent need to work
together in partnership with the public, tribes, nongovernnental
organi zations, and the private sector to ensure that the Puget Sound
wll be athriving natural system wth clean nmarine and freshwaters;
healthy and abundant native species; natural shorelines and places for
public enjoynent; and a vibrant econony that prospers in productive
harnmony with a healthy Puget Sound.

(4) The leqgislature intends for the Puget Sound partnership to
define a strategic, basin-wde plan that prioritizes necessary actions,
and create an approach that addresses all of the conplex connections
anong the land, water, web of species, and human needs.

(5) The leqgislature finds that innmediate and concerted action is
needed to save these national treasures, and that we nust fundanentally
change our approach toward restoring the health of the Puget Sound and

Hood Canal. To this end, the Puget Sound partnership is tasked with
using, supporting, building upon, and unifying existing efforts from
organi zations and fromall levels of governnent.

(6) The leqgislature finds that |eadership, accountability,

gover nnent transparency, thoughtful and responsible spending of public
funds, and public involvenent are integral to success. To achieve this
success, the leqgislature intends to task the Puget Sound partnership
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wth coordinating and leading the Puget Sound restoration effort,
determ ning accountability for performance, overseeing the efficiency
and effectiveness of noney spent, educating and engaging the public,
and tracking and reporting results to the legislature, the governor,
and the public.

(7) The leqgislature intends to provide the Puget Sound partnership
with nonrequlatory authority, and recogni zes that adequate funding is
necessary to ensure Puget Sound restoration and protection. The Puget
Sound partnership is tasked with supporting local governnents and
organi zations by aiding, funding, and inproving upon their existing
efforts, by respecting local governnents' authorities, and by
identifying, funding, and closing the gaps in the collective efforts.

(8) The leqgislature intends the Puget Sound partnership to create
an _action agenda based on science that includes clear, neasurable goals
for the recovery of Puget Sound by 2020. The action agenda wll
prioritize necessary actions, both across the Sound and within specific
geographi cal areas, such as Hood Canal.

(9) In making appointnents to the | eadership council, the governor
should give preference to persons who are publicly respected and
influential, and who have a significant history of success on nmjor
public policy and nmnagenent issues, as well as interest in the
environnental and econom c prosperity of Puget Sound.

it exists on the effective date of this section and as it is nodified
in the future.

(2) "Action agenda goals" neans those goals in section 12 of this
act .

(3) "Benchmarks" neans scientific standards that can be neasured.

(4) "Board" neans the coordination board.

(5) "Conmittee" neans the Puget Sound science advisory committee.

(6) "Council" neans the | eadership council.

(7) "Environnental indicator" neans a physical, biological, or
chem cal neasurenent, statistic, or value that provides a proxinate
gauge, or evidence of, the state or condition of Puget Sound.

(8) "Food web" neans a succession of organisnms in an ecol ogica
comunity that constitutes a continuation of food energy from one
organism to another as each organism consunes a |lower nenber and, in
turn, is preyed upon by a higher nenber.

(9) "Partnership” neans the Puget Sound partnership.

(10) "Puget Sound" neans Puget Sound and related inland narine
wat erways, including all salt waters of the state of WAshi ngton inside
the international boundary line between Wishington and British
Colunbia, and lying east of the junction of the Pacific Ocean and the
Strait of Juan de Fuca, and the rivers and streans draining to Puget
Sound as nmapped by water resource inventory areas 1 through 19 in WAC
173-500-040 as it exists on the effective date of this section.

(11) "Puget Sound partner" neans a city, county, special district,
or other local governnent identified as a Puget Sound partner under
section 18 of this act.

(12) "Salnon recovery areas" neans the fourteen salnon recovery
areas defined in the Puget Sound salnon recovery plan, drafted by
shared strategy for Puget Sound and adopted by the national oceanic and
at nospheric admnistration national narine fisheries service January
19, 2007.

(13) "Watershed group"” neans:

(a) Salnon recovery planning groups;

(b) Water resource inventory area groups;

(c) Marine resources commttees;

(d) Reqgional fisheries enhancenent groups; and
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(e) O her governnental or quasi-governnental entities that address
physical, chemical, biological, ecological, or other environnentally
related activities in a hydrologically defined area.

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 3. PUGET SOUND PARTNERSHI P. (1) An independent
agency of state governnment, to be known as the Puget Sound partnership,
is created to oversee the restoration of the environnmental health of
Puget Sound by 2020. The agency shall consist of a |eadership council,
an executive director, a coordination board, and a Puget Sound science
advi sory conm ttee.

(2) A person may hold only one partnership position, whether it is
as a council nenber, a board nmenber, a commttee nmenber, or as executive
director, unless otherw se stated in this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. LEADERSH P COUNCI L- - STRUCTURE- - PROCEDURES
The partnership shall be led by a |eadership council. The counci l
shall be structured as foll ows:

(1) The council shall consist of seven nenbers appointed by the
governor with the advice and consent of the senate.

(2)(a) The governor shall designate one of the seven nenbers to
serve as chair.

(b) A vice-chair shall be selected by the nenbership of the
counci | .

(3) The initial nmenbers shall be appointed as foll ows:

(a) Three of the initial nmenbers shall be appointed for a term of
two years;

(b) Two of the initial nenbers shall be appointed for a term of
three years;

(c) Two of the initial nenbers shall be appointed for a term of
four years;

(d) The initial chair may be appointed for a two-year, three-year,
or four-year term and

(e) The initial vice-chair nmay be appointed for a two-year, three-
year, or four-year term

(4) The initial nmenbers' successors shall be appointed for terns of
four years each, except that any person chosen to fill a vacancy shal
be appointed only for the unexpired termof the nenber whom he or she
succeeds.

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(5) Menbers are eligible for reappoi ntnent.

(6) Any nenber of the council may be renoved by the governor for
cause.

(7) Menbers whose terns expire shall continue to serve until
reappoi nted or replaced by a new nenber.

(8 A mjority of the council constitutes a quorum for the
transacti on of busi ness.

(9) Council decisions and actions require majority vote approval of
all council nenbers.

(10) The council shall have two nonvoting ex officio nenbers:

(a) The conm ssioner of public |ands; and

(b) The chair of the commttee.

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 5. LEADERSH P COUNCI L-- POAERS AND DUTIES. (1)
The | eadership council created in section 4 of this act shall have the
power and duty to:

(a) Provide overall |eadership and have overall responsibility for
the functions of the partnershinp, including setting strategic
priorities and interim benchmarks and nmaking final decisions for the
part nershi p;

(b) Devel op, approve, revise, and oversee inplenentation and
adapti ve managenent of the action agenda;

(c) Allocate all funds appropriated to the partnership;

(d) Determ ne conpliance with the action agenda;

(e) Adopt procedural rules, in accordance with chapter 34.05 RCW
necessary to carry out the purposes of this chapter;

(f) Apply accountability nmeasures consistent with the assessnent in
RCW 43. 17. 390;

(g) Provide annual progress reports to the governor and the
| egislature, as provided in section 17 of this act;

(h) Appoint nenbers of the board, as provided in section 7 of this
act ;

(i) Appoint nenbers of the conmttee, as provided in section 9 of
this act;

(j) Create subcommttees, advisory commttees, and nonprofit
corporations, as appropriate to assist the council;

(k) Enter into, anmend, and term nate contracts w th individuals,
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corporations, or research institutions to effectuate the purposes of
this chapter

(1) Make grants to governnental and nongovernnental entities to
ef fectuate the purposes of this chapter;

(m Receive such gifts, grants, and endownents, in trust or
ot herwi se, for the use and benefit of the partnership to effectuate the
pur poses of this chapter. The partnership my expend the sanme or any
i ncone therefrom according to the ternms of the gifts, grants, and
endownent s;

(n) Pronot e ext ensi ve public awar eness, educati on, and
participation in Puget Sound protection and recovery;

(0) Receive and expend funding from other public agencies;

(p) Facilitate accountability and reporting obligations;

(q) Devel op and inplenent a process to review and address citizen
concerns regarding action agenda devel opnent, and accountability for
fundi ng and results under the action agenda;

(r) Participate actively in a nongovernnental private-public
partnership focused on public education, awareness, and pronoting
fund-rai sing opportunities, to effectuate the goals in this chapter;

(s) Maintain conplete and consolidated financial information to
ensure all funds received and expended to i nplenent the action agenda
are accounted for;

(t) Serve as the regional recovery organization for purposes of
chapter 77.85 RCWfor Puget Sound sal non recovery; and

(v) Conduct periodic reviews of its governmental and organizati onal
effectiveness, identification of Dbarriers to inplenentation, and
recommend changes in authorizing statutes to the governor and the
| egislature to inprove its effectiveness in carrying out the duties and
responsibilities of this chapter. The first such review shall be
conpleted and sent to the governor and the appropriate commttees of
the | egislature by Novenber 15, 2008.

(2) The council may delegate functions to the chair and to the
executive director, however the council may not del egate its deci sional
aut hority regarding:

(a) Devel oping or anending the action agenda; and

(b) Issuing annual progress reports required under this section.

(3) The council shall work closely with existing organizations and
all levels of government to ensure that the action agenda and its

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i nplenmentation are scientifically sound, efficient, and achieve
necessary results to acconplish recovery of Puget Sound to health by
2020.

(4) The council shall support, engage, and foster watershed groups
to enable themto address | ocal concerns.

(5) When working with federally recognized Indian tribes to devel op
and inplenent the action agenda, the council shall conform to the
procedures and standards required in a governnent-to-governnental
relationship with tribes under the 1989 Centennial Accord between the
state of Washington and the sovereign tribal governnents in the state
of Washi ngt on.

(6) The council shall consult with the commttee to determ ne
envi ronnent al indicators, benchmarks, the action agenda work plan, and
action agenda i npl enentati on.

(7) The council may, on advice of the commttee or by its own
deci sion, consult the Washi ngton acadeny of sciences created in chapter
70.220 RCW to secure independent scientific review of significant
technical and scientific issues related to its work.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. EXECUTI VE DI RECTOR- - PONERS AND DUTIES. (1)
The partnership shall be adm nistered by an executive director who
serves as a conmmunication |link between all |evels of governnent, the
private sector, nongovernnental organizations, the council, the board,
and the coonmttee. The executive director shall be accountable to the
council and the governor for effective communication, actions, and
results.

(2) The executive director shall be appointed by and serve at the
pl easure of the governor, in consultation with the council. The
governor shall consider the recomendations of the council when
appointing the executive director. The salary of the executive
director shall be set by the governor.

(3) The executive director has the follow ng powers and duti es:

(a) To supervise the adm nistrative operations of the Puget Sound
partnership and its staff;

(b) To adm nister the partnership prograns and budget;

(c) To prepare and update the action agenda in accordance with the
goal s and guidelines established by the council and in consultation
with the board and with the comm ttee;
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(d) To devel op, produce, and distribute a Puget Sound science
update as provided in section 25 of this act, and in consultation with
the commttee,;

(e) To represent and pronpote the interests of the state on Puget
Sound recovery issues and further the m ssion of the partnership,;

(f) To enter into contracts and agreenents, upon approval of the
council, with private nonprofit corporations to further state goals of
preserving, conserving, and enhancing the health of Puget Sound for its
ecol ogi cal value and public benefit and use;

(g To appoint such technical and other committees as may be
necessary to carry out the purposes of this chapter;

(h) To create and nmaintain a repository for data, studies,
research, and other information relating to Puget Sound health in the
state, and to encourage the interchange of such information; and

(i) To encourage and provide opportunities for interagency and
regi onal coordination and cooperative efforts between public agencies
and between public and private entities involved in the recovery and
preservation of Puget Sound.

(4) The executive director shall enploy a staff, who shall be state
enpl oyees under Title 41 RCW The executive director shall prescribe
the duties of the staff as may be necessary to inplenent the purposes
of this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. COORDI NATI ON BOARD- - STRUCTURE- - PROCEDURES
(1) The board shall be the comunication and inplenentation |I|ink
bet ween the partnership, the executive director, and local entities.

(2) The board shall be appointed by Cctober 1, 2007.

(3) The board shall consist of the follow ng:

(a) One representative from the geographic area of each of the
fourteen sal non recovery areas;

(b) One representative from a statew de association representing
general business interests;

(c) One representative from an organization representing the
interests of the environnmental comunity; and

(d) Two at-large representati ves.

(4) In addition, the governor shall invite full participation on
the board by three representatives of tribal governnents located in the
Puget Sound basi n.

(5)(a) Representatives designated in subsection (3)(a) of this
section:

(i) Shall be appointed by the council. The council shall solicit
nom nations from at a mninum counties, cities, and watershed groups;
and

(ii) May only be renoved by the council.

(11)(a) The board shall have one nonvoting ex officio menber from
each of the follow ng:

(1) The departnent of ecol ogy;

(1i) The departnment of fish and wldlife;

(ti1) The departnent of health;

(iv) The departnment of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent;
and

(v) Each of the two major caucuses of the house of representatives
and each of the two mmjor caucuses of the senate, appointed
respectively by the speaker of the house of representatives and the
presi dent of the senate.

(b) In addition to ex officio nenbers representing the state, the
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council shall also invite the participation of one representative of
the federal governnment as a nonvoting ex officio nmenber.

(c) The comm ssioner of public |lands shall designate one person
from the comm ssioner's agency, other than the comm ssioner, to be a
nonvoting ex officio nmenber.

(d) Except for |legislative nenbers, nonvoting ex officio nenbers in
(a) of this subsection shall be nomnated by their respective
or gani zati ons.

(e) Except for legislative nenbers and the designee of the
conmm ssioner of public | ands, nonvoting ex officio nenbers:

(1) Shall be appointed by the council; and

(ii) May be renoved by the council.

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 8. COCRDI NATI ON BOARD- - POAERS AND DUTIES. (1)
The board shall assist cities, counties, ports, tribes, watershed
groups, and ot her governnental and private organi zations to:

(a) Incorporate local plans into the action agenda;

(b) Provide feedback fromlocal entities to the council;

(c) Educate the public about the threats to Puget Sound and about
| ocal inplenentation strategies to support the Puget Sound action
agenda; and

(d) Ensure that scientific and technical expertise is available to
| ocal action agenda inpl enentors.

(2) The board shall identify the cities', counties', ports',
tribes', watershed groups', and other governnental and private
organi zations' capabilities and financial constraints, and comrunicate
those determ nations to the council and to the executive director.

(3) The board shall dissemnate regional and basin-w de plans
devised by or approved by the partnership, in accordance with the
agenda, to cities, counties, ports, tribes, watershed groups, and other
governnental and private organizations, and nay assist these entities
in inplenmenting the plans.

(4) The board shall seek the active involvenent of |ocal
governnents, organi zations, businesses, and residents within the Puget
Sound regi on.

(5) By Septenber 2008, the board shall advise the council and the
executive director on how to incorporate |ocal plans and projects into
a Sound-wi de set of activities that can be incorporated into the action
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agenda. The board shall also recommend priorities for |ocal activities
based on their contribution to Puget Sound health. During the
devel opment of the priorities, the board shall hold public neetings in
various parts of the Puget Sound to solicit public comrents.

(6) The board may work with | ocal entities to integrate |ocal plans
into regional -scal e plans.

(7) Representatives from each of the fourteen geographic sal non
recovery areas shall solicit input fromcities, counties, tribes, and
exi sting watershed groups in their respective salnon recovery areas to
identify existing plans within the region that address or affect the
health of Puget Sound, including listed species recovery plans,
wat er shed- based resource plans, |ocal governnent |and use plans, and
mari ne resource conmttee plans.

(8) In developing and inplenenting the action agenda, the counci
and the executive director nust confer with and solicit input fromthe
board and, to the nmaxinmum extent possible, shall incorporate the
recommendat i ons of the board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. PUGET SOUND SCl ENCE ADVI SORY COWM TTEE- -
STRUCTURE- - PROCEDURES. (1) By January 31, 2008, the council shall
create the Puget Sound science advisory commttee.

(2) At a mnimm the council shall solicit nom nations from

(a) Federal and state agenci es;

(b) The business conmunity;

(c) The environnmental comunity;

(d) The board; and

(e) Menbers of the K-12, college, and university science
comuni ties.

(3) The council shall submt sone or all of the nomnations to the
Washi ngt on acadeny of sciences for screening.

(4) The Washi ngton acadeny of sciences shall:

(a) Screen candidates to serve as nenbers on the commttee; and

(b) Report its findings to the council.

(5 The candidates shall reflect expertise in the technical
experience and scientific disciplines needed to protect and recover the
Puget Sound ecosystem Disciplines include, but are not limted to:

(a) Ecol ogy;

(b) Bi ol ogy;

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(c) Limol ogy;

(d) wWidlife;

(e) Environmental engineering;

(f) Hydrol ogy;

(g) GCceanography;

(h) Environnmental econom cs; and

(1) Social environnental science.

(6) The council shall review the screenings from the Washi ngton
acadeny of sciences and consult with tribal representatives.

(7) The council shall appoint nine scientists from the nanes of
t hose screened.

(8) Al menbers of the commttee nust fully disclose all existing

conflicts of interest, and all anticipated future conflicts of
interest, before appointnment. Conflicts of interest include, but are
not limted to, financial gains resulting from work perfornmed as

commi ttee nenbers.

(9) The nenbers of the commttee shall serve four-year terns, and
may be reappoi nted. Vacant positions on the commttee shall be filled
in the same manner as the original appointnents. The commttee nenbers
shall elect the commttee chair from anong thensel ves every two years.
Based upon the availability of funds and necessity, the council may
contract with menbers of the commttee for conpensation for their
servi ces under chapter 39.29 RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. PUGET SOUND SClI ENCE ADVI SCRY COWM TTEE- -
FUNCTI ONS AND DUTIES. (1) The commttee shall advise the council and
the executive director in <carrying out the obligations of the
part nershi p.

(2) The commttee should collaborate with other scientific groups
and consult other scientists in conducting its work.

(3) The conmmttee shall assist the council and the executive
director in developing and regularly updating or revising the action
agenda. The commttee may al so recomrend updates to the action agenda
as it deens appropriate based on new scientific information.

(4) The commttee shall provide advice, review, and assistance to
the executive director in the developnent of a strategic science
program as provided in section 24 of this act.
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(5) The commttee shall provide advice, review, and assistance to
the executive director in the devel opnent of a biennial science work
pl an, as provided in section 26 of this act.

(6) The commttee shall provide advice, review, and assistance to
the executive director in the developnment of a Puget Sound science
update, as described in section 25 of this act.

(7) By July 31, 2008, the commttee shall identify environnenta
indicators of the health of Puget Sound and establish environnenta
benchmar ks that need to be achieved to neet the goal of a healthy Puget
Sound by 2020.

(8 The commttee shall provide advice, review, and assistance to
the executive director in the developnent of the action agenda, as
described in section 13 of this act.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 11. ACTI ON AGENDA--VI SIONS. The action agenda
that is to be inplenented under this chapter shall strive to achieve
the foll ow ng visions:

(1) A healthy human popul ati on supported by a heal thy Puget Sound
that is not threatened by changes in the ecosystem

(2) A quality of human life that is sustained by a functioning
Puget Sound ecosystem

(3) Healthy and sustaining popul ati ons of native species in Puget
Sound, including a robust food web;

(4) A healthy Puget Sound where freshwater, estuary, near shore,

(6) Fresh and marine waters and sedinents of a sufficient quality
so that the waters in the region are safe for drinking, sw nmmng, and
ot her human uses and enjoynent, and are not harnful to the native
marine manmal s, fish, birds, and shellfish of the region.

goal s shall be determned by the council, and shall be in accordance
with the visions, as provided in section 11 of this act.
(2) The action agenda goals shall be reflected in the

i npl enmentation of the action agenda.
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NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 13. ACTION  AGENDA- - DEVELOPMENT. (D) I n
devel oping the action agenda, the council shall consider and use
appropriate portions of the Puget Sound water quality managenent plan
existing on the effective date of this section.

(2) Until the action agenda is adopted, the existing Puget Sound
managenent plan and the 2007-09 Puget Sound biennial plan shall remain
in effect. The existing Puget Sound managenent plan shall also
continue to serve as the conprehensive conservati on and managenent plan

(5) The partnership shall incorporate existing plans and agreenents
signed by the governor, the comm ssioner of public |ands, other state
officials, or by federal agencies when devel oping the acti on agenda.

(a) Describe the problens affecting Puget Sound' s health using
supporting scientific data;

(b) Set goals, neasurable outconmes specifically describing what

(d) Review, revise as needed, and incorporate as they are
devel oped, the council's ecosystem goals and quantifiabl e neasures;

(e) Establish near-term and |ong-term benchmarks that denonstrate
progress in achieving action agenda goals, and that describe how
progress will be tracked through clear and quantifiable neasures that
are included in the action agenda;

(f) Integrate the recovery plans for salnon, orca, and other
species in Puget Sound |isted under the federal endangered species act,
whi | e working col |l aboratively with the Hood Canal coordinati ng counci
in chapter 90.88 RCWon Hood Canal -specific issues;

(g) Integrate, where appropriate, provisions of water quantity,
wat er shed, marine resource, and ot her watershed plans; and

(h) Incorporate appropriate actions to carry out the science work
pl an.

(8 Wien a state, local, or federal entity identifies a statute,
rule, or ordinance that conflicts with the requirenents of, or an
i npedinment to the inplenentation of, the action agenda, the counci
shal |l evaluate the nerits of conflict or inpedinent and nake necessary
recomendations to the agency, governor, |egislature, |ocal governnent,
or other appropriate entity for addressing and resolving the conflict
or i npedi nent.

upon request, pay all necessary expenses, and choose a fiduciary agent.

(9) The local managenent board shall report its progress on a
quarterly basis to the |egislative bodies of the participating counties
and tribes and the participating state agencies. The |ocal managenent
board al so shall submt an annual report describing its efforts and
successes in inplenenting the program established according to RCW
90.88.020 to the appropriate commttees of the |egislature.

RCW90.88.901 and 2005 ¢ 479 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

Nothing in chapter 479, Laws of 2005 provides any regulatory
authority to the Puget Sound ((aet+en—teaw)) partnership, created in
section 3 of this act, or the Hood Canal coordinating council.

RCW90.88.902 and 2005 ¢ 479 s 6 are each anmended to read
as follows:

The activities of the Puget Sound ((aet+en—tean)) partnership,
created in section 3 of this act, and the Hood Canal coordinating
council required by chapter 479, Laws of 2005 are subject to the
availability of anpbunts appropriated for this specific purpose.

Sec. 48. RCW90.48. 260 and 2003 ¢ 325 s 7 are each anended to read
as follows:

The departnent of ecology is hereby designated as the State Water
Pol lution Control Agency for all purposes of the federal clean water
act as it exists on February 4, 1987, and is hereby authorized to
participate fully in the prograns of the act as well as to take all
action necessary to secure to the state the benefits and to neet the
requi renents of that act. Wth regard to the national estuary program
established by section 320 of that act, the departnent shall exercise
its responsibility jointly with the Puget Sound ((water—qualty
avtherity)) partnership, created in section 3 of this act. The
departnent of ecology may delegate its authority under this chapter
including its national pollutant discharge elimnation permt system
authority and duties regarding aninal feeding operations and
concentrated ani mal feeding operations, to the departnent of
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agriculture through a nmenorandum of understandi ng. Until any such
del egation receives federal approval, the departnent of agriculture's
adoption or issuance of aninmal feeding operation and concentrated
animal feeding operation rules, permts, prograns, and directives
pertaining to water quality shall be acconplished after reaching
agreenent with the director of the departnent of ecology. Adoption or
i ssuance and inplenmentation shall be acconplished so that conpliance
with such aninmal feeding operation and concentrated aninmal feeding
operation rules, permts, prograns, and directives wll achieve
conpliance with all federal and state water pollution control |aws.
The powers granted herein include, anong others, and notw thstanding
any ot her provisions of chapter 90.48 RCWor otherw se, the follow ng:

(1) Conplete authority to establish and adm ni ster a conprehensive
state point source waste discharge or pollution discharge elimnation
permt program which wll enable the departnent to qualify for ful
participation in any national waste discharge or pollution discharge
elimnation permt systemand will allow the departnment to be the sole
agency issuing permts required by such national system operating in
the state of Washi ngton subject to the provisions of RCW 90. 48. 262(2) .
Program el enents authorized herein may include, but are not limted to:
(a) Effluent treatnment and limtation requirenents together with timng
requirenents related thereto; (b) applicable receiving water quality
standards requirenents; (c) requirenents of standards of performance
for new sources; (d) pretreatnent requirenents; (e) termnation and
nodi fication of permts for cause; (f) requirenents for public notices
and opportunities for public hearings; (g) appropriate relationships
with the secretary of the arny in the admnistration of his
responsibilities which relate to anchorage and navigation, wth the
adm ni strator of the environnmental protection agency in the performance
of his duties, and with other governnental officials under the federal
clean water act; (h) requirements for inspection, nonitoring, entry,
and reporting; (i) enforcement of the program through penalties,
energency powers, and crimnal sanctions; (j) a continuing planning
process; and (k) user charges.

(2) The power to establish and adm nister state prograns in a
manner which will insure the procurenent of noneys, whether in the form
of grants, loans, or otherwise; to assist in the construction,
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operation, and nmmintenance of various water pollution contro
facilities and works; and the admnistering of various state water
pol I uti on control managenent, regul atory, and enforcenent prograns.

(3) The power to develop and inplenent appropriate prograns
pertaining to continuing planning processes, area-w de waste treatnent
managenent pl ans, and basin pl anni ng.

The governor shall have authority to performthose actions required
of himor her by the federal clean water act.

Sec. 49. RCW79A 60.520 and 1999 c 249 s 1507 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The commi ssion, in consultation with the departnents of ecol ogy,
fish and wldlife, natural resources, social and health services, and
t he Puget Sound ((aettonr—tean)) partnership shall conduct a literature
search and analyze pertinent studies to identify areas which are
polluted or environnentally sensitive within the state's waters. Based
on this review the comm ssion shall designate appropriate areas as
polluted or environnmentally sensitive, for the purposes of chapter 393,
Laws of 1989 only.

Sec. 50. RCW79A. 60.510 and 1999 c 249 s 1506 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The legislature finds that the waters of Washi ngton state provide
a unique and valuable recreational resource to large and grow ng
nunbers of boaters. Proper stewardship of, and respect for, these
waters requires that, while enjoying them for their scenic and
recreational benefits, boaters nust exercise care to assure that such
activities do not contribute to the despoliation of these waters, and
that watercraft be operated in a safe and responsible manner. The
| egi sl ature has specifically addressed the topic of access to clean and
safe waterways by requiring the 1987 boating safety study and by
establ i shing the Puget Sound ((aetien—teaw)) partnership.

The legislature finds that there is a need to educate Washi ngton's
boati ng community about safe and responsible actions on our waters and
to increase the level and visibility of the enforcenent of boating
| aws. To address the incidence of fatalities and injuries due to
recreational boating on our state's waters, local and state efforts
directed towards safe boating nust be stinulated. To provide for safe
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wat erways and public enjoynent, portions of the watercraft excise tax
and boat registration fees should be nmade avail able for boating safety
and ot her boating recreation purposes.

In recognition of the need for clean waterways, and in keeping with
the Puget Sound ((aet+en—tearrs)) partnership's water quality work
plan, the legislature finds that adequate opportunities for responsible
di sposal of boat sewage nust be made avail able. There is hereby
established a five-year initiative to install sewage punpout or sewage
dunp stations at appropriate nmarinas.

To assure the wuse of these sewage facilities, a boater
envi ronnment al educati on program nust acconpany the five-year initiative
and continue to educate boaters about boat wastes and aquatic
resour ces.

The legislature also finds that, in light of the increasing nunbers
of boaters utilizing state waterways, a programto acquire and devel op
sufficient waterway access facilities for boaters nust be undertaken.

To support boating safety, environnmental protection and education,
and public access to our waterways, the legislature declares that a
portion of the incone fromboating-related activities, as specified in
RCW 82. 49. 030 and 88. 02. 040, should support these efforts.

Sec. 51. RCW 79.105.500 and 2005 c¢ 155 s 158 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The legislature finds that the departnent provides, nanages, and
monitors aquatic |land dredged material disposal sites on state-owned
aquatic lands for materials dredged fromrivers, harbors, and shi ppi ng
| anes. These disposal sites are approved through a cooperative
pl anni ng process by the departnments of natural resources and ecol ogy,
the United States army corps of engineers, and the United States
environmental protection agency in cooperation with the Puget Sound
((aet+on—teanw)) partnership. These disposal sites are essential to the
commerce and well-being of the citizens of the state of Washington.
Managenent and environnental nonitoring of these sites are necessary to
protect environnental quality and to assure appropriate use of state-
owned aquatic |lands. The creation of an aquatic |and dredged materi al
di sposal site account is a reasonable neans to enable and facilitate
proper managenent and environnmental nonitoring of these disposal sites.
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Sec. 52. RCW77.60.130 and 2000 ¢ 149 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) The aquatic nuisance species committee is created for the
pur pose of fostering state, federal, tribal, and private cooperation on
aquatic nui sance species issues. The mssion of the conmttee is to
mnimze the wunauthorized or accidental introduction of nonnative
aquatic species and give special enphasis to preventing the
i ntroduction and spread of aquatic nui sance species. The term"aquatic
nui sance species" neans a nonnative aquatic plant or animal species
that threatens the diversity or abundance of native species, the
ecological stability of infested waters, or comrercial, agricultural,
or recreational activities dependent on such waters.

(2) The committee consists of representatives from each of the
foll ow ng state agencies: Departnent of fish and wildlife, departnent
of ecol ogy, departnent of agriculture, departnent of health, departnent
of natural resources, Puget Sound ((water—gualtty—aection—tean))
partnership, state patrol, state noxious weed control board, and
Washi ngton sea grant program The commttee shall encourage and
solicit participation by: Federally recognized tribes of Washi ngton
federal agencies, Washi ngton conservati on organi zations, environnental
groups, and representatives fromindustries that may either be affected
by the introduction of an aquatic nui sance species or that may serve as
a pathway for their introduction

(3) The conmttee has the follow ng duties:

(a) Periodically revise the state of Washington aquatic nui sance
speci es managenent plan, originally published in June 1998;

(b) Make recomrendations to the |legislature on statutory provisions
for classifying and regul ati ng aquati c nui sance speci es;

(c) Recomrend to the state noxious weed control board that a pl ant
be classified under the process designated by RCW 17.10.080 as an
aquati c noxi ous weed;

(d) Coordinate education, resear ch, regulatory authorities,
monitoring and control prograns, and participate in regional and
nati onal efforts regarding aquati c nui sance speci es;

(e) Consult wth representatives from industries and other
activities that may serve as a pathway for the introduction of aquatic
nui sance species to devel op practical strategies that wll mnimze the
ri sk of new introductions; and
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(f) Prepare a biennial report to the legislature with the first
report due by Decenber 1, 2001, naking recomendations for better
acconplishing the purposes of this chapter, and listing the
acconplishnents of this chapter to date.

(4) The conmmttee shall acconplish its duties through the authority
and cooperation of its menber agenci es. | mpl ementation of all plans
and prograns devel oped by the conmttee shall be through the nenber
agenci es and ot her cooperating organi zati ons.

Sec. 53. RCW 70.146.070 and 1999 c 164 s 603 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) When meking grants or Jloans for water pollution control
facilities, the departnent shall consider the foll ow ng:

(a) The protection of water quality and public health;

(b) The cost to residential ratepayers if they had to finance water
pol lution control facilities without state assistance;

(c) Actions required under federal and state permts and conpliance
orders;

(d) The level of local fiscal effort by residential ratepayers
since 1972 in financing water pollution control facilities;

(e) The extent to which the applicant county or city, or if the
applicant is another public body, the extent to which the county or
city in which the applicant public body is |ocated, has established
prograns to mtigate nonpoint pollution of the surface or subterranean
wat er sought to be protected by the water pollution control facility

(f) The recomendations of the Puget Sound ((aetieonr—tean))
partnership, created in section 3 of this act, and any other board,
council, comm ssion, or group established by the legislature or a state
agency to study water pollution control issues in the state.

040, it shall consider whether the county, city, or town
pl anning under RCW 36.70A.040 in whose planning jurisdiction the
proposed facility is located has adopted a conprehensive plan and
devel opnent regul ations as required by RCW 36. 70A. 040.

The departnent may not use funds appropriated to inplenent an

RCW 43.21J.030 and 1998 c¢ 245 s 60 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) There is created the environnental enhancenent and job creation
task force within the office of the governor. The purpose of the task
force is to provide a coordinated and conprehensive approach to
i npl enentation of chapter 516, Laws of 1993. The task force shall
consist of the commssioner of public lands, the director of the
departnment of fish and wldlife, the director of the departnent of
ecology, the director of the parks and recreation commssion, the
ti mber team coordinator, the executive director of the work force
trai ning and education coordi nating board, and the executive director
of the Puget Sound ((water—gualty—authoer+ty)) partnership, or their
desi gnees. The task force may seek the advice of the follow ng

(a) To solicit and evaluate proposals from state and |oca
agenci es, private nonprofit organizations, and tribes for environnental
and forest restoration projects;

(b) To rank the proposals based on criteria devel oped by the task
force in accordance wth RCW43.21J. 040; and

(c) To determne funding allocations for projects to be funded from
the account created in RCW43.21J.020 and for projects or progranms as
designated in the omi bus operating and capital appropriations acts.

(e) Participation in the project by environnental businesses to
provide training, cosponsor projects, and enploy or jointly enploy
proj ect participants;

(f) The ease with which the project can be admnistered fromthe
comunity the project serves;

(g) The extent to which the project will either augnent existing
efforts by organizations and governnental entities involved in
environnental and forest restoration in the community or receive
mat chi ng funds, resources, or in-kind contributions; and

(h) The capacity of the project to produce jobs and job-rel ated
training that will pay market rate wages and inpart nmarketable skills
to workers hired under this chapter.

(2) The followi ng types of projects and prograns shall be given top
priority in the first fiscal year after July 1, 1993:

(3) The sea grant and cooperative extension shall nutually
coordinate their field agent activities to avoid duplicative efforts
and to ensure that the full range of responsibilities under RCW

28B. 30. 632 t hrough 28B. 30.636 are carried out. They shall consult wth

the Puget Sound ((water—quality—autherity)) partnership, created in

section 3 of this act, and ensure consistency wth ((the—autherity-s))
any of the Puget Sound partnership's water quality managenent plans.

(4) Recognizing the special expertise of both agencies, the sea
grant and cooperative extension shall cooperate to divide their
activities as foll ows:

(a) Sea grant shall have primary responsibility to address water
quality issues related to activities wthin Puget Sound, and to provide
assi stance regarding the managenent and inprovenent of shellfish
production; and

(b) Cooperative extension shall have primary responsibility to
address upland and freshwater activities affecting Puget Sound water
qual ity and associ at ed wat er sheds.
